Sets  for  Drama  Productions 
Built  in  Theatre  Scene  Shop

MANY  PEOPLE  do  not  even 
know  where  it  ,is  located,  but 
the  Theatre  Scenery  Shop  seems 
to  be  one  of  the  busiest  depart- 
ments on  the  Brigham  Young 
University  campus. 

Almost  any  afternoon,  the 
shop,  located  in  the  Speech 
Center,  is  bustling  with  carpen- 
ters manufacturing  scenery  for 
plays,  operas  and  other  produc- 
tions. 


From  the  street  in  front  of 
the  building,  one  can  see  a large 
alien-appearing  structure  that 
rises  above  the  general  roof  level 
of  the  rest  of  the  building  and 
somewhat  resembling  a b. 
This  is  the  scene  shop. 


TWO  LARGE  ROOMS  com 

prise  the  scene  shop.  One  of  the 
rooms  is  utilized  chiefly  for 
carpentry  work  and  the  other 
for  painting.  Flats,  a term  used 
to  describe  structures  that  c 
prise  most  of  the  background 
scenery  in  the  theatre  produc- 
tions, are  stored  in  the  paint 
room  also.  These  may  be  taken 
from  the  rack  when  needed,  ’

another  play. 


Robert  E.  Struthers,  technical 
director  of  BYU  Theatre,  is  sup- 
ervisor of  the  shop.  Most  of  the 
scenery  is  made  by  students  with 
the  help  and  advice  Of  Struth- 
ers. Struthers  is  instructor  of  a 
stage  craft  class  of  about  25  stu- 
dents who  help  with  the  work. 
A curtain  crew  of  about  10  stu- 
dents, and  four  shop  assistants 
also  aid  in  construction. 


FLATS  COMPRISE  much  of 
the  scenery  built  in  the  shop. 
These  flats  are  frames  of  boards 
covered  with  muslin  or  canvas. 
Often,  however,  more  compli- 
cated types  of  scenery  are  called 
for,  such  as  platforms -used 
cently  in  “Darkness  at  Noon. 


In  that  particular  case,  the 
platforms  were  built  in  the 
scene  shop,  but  because  of  their 
size,  had  td  - be  disassembled, 
taken  to  the  stage  of  the  Smith 
Auditorium  and  bolted  together 
again. 


Another  recent  project  of  the 
shop  was  to  build  a cabinet  used 
to  control  theater  sound  effects. 

PROPS  AND  staging  were 
arranged  by  the  scene  shop  for 
the  Dublin  Players,  when  that 
troupe  made  its  appearance  at 
BYU  autumn  quarter.  Much  of 
the  scenery  for  “Importance  of 
Being  Earnest,”  a play  which  is 
currently  touring  the  northwes- 
tern states  under  direction  of 
the  BYU  Touring  Theatre,  was 
also  manufactured  at  the  scen- 
ery shop. 

Currently  under  construction 
are  scenes  for  the  Orchesis  dance 
program  scheduled  for  staging 
March  21-24,  and  sets  for  the 
Salt  Lake  City  Children’s  Dance 
Theatre. 

CONSTRUCTION  of  sets  for 
two  more  plays,  “Country  Girl” 
and  “Carousel;”  to  be  presented 
spring  quarter,  is  to  begin  soon.

The  schools  included  in  the 
appraisal  program  are  the  Brig- 
ham City  Intermediate  School 
with  2,300  students,  the  Phoenix 
Boarding  School  in  Arizona  with 
500  students  and  the  Sherman 
Institute  in  Riverside,  Calif., 
with  850  students. 

Miss  Jewell  has  reported  that 
the  Indian  studehts  are  mostly 
of  the  Navajo  tribe  but  that 
many  other  tribes  are  represent- 
ed also.  The  students,  after  leav- 
ing the  schools,  are  being  placed 
in  positions  between  Salt  Lake 
City  and  Denver,  but  oppor- 
tunities for  placement  of  the 
women  students  is  limited. 

The  purpose  of  the  schools  is 
to  prepare  Indian  students  be- 
tween the  ages  of  12  and  18 
from  the  reservations  to  live 
in  communities  by  teaching 
them  English  and  a trade.
